A REVIVAL OF EMOTIONAL RELIGION. 
The Desplaines camp-meeting during the 
past week has afforded a curious study in 
emotional religion. The scene during the 
exhortations of the Rev. Mr. Hanno, a 
young preacher from Baltimore, recalled the 
religious exeitement that was common emong 
pioneer communities of the West thirty or 
forty years ago, when the power,“ evoked 
by some exhorter, was relied upon to bring 
sinners to the anxious seat,” and to work 
sudden conversions. Mr. Haxntson, with an 
original method of his own, has a perfect 
faith in the efficacy of such conversion, and, 
indeed, believes that it is only through an 
excitation of the emot ons and an instan- 
taneous manifestation of light that the unre- 
pentant or doubtful can be brought within 
the Christian fold. That was his personal 
experience. As a boy he had longed for 
communion with che Lord for years, but in 
vain, till the Spirit once moved bim, as he 
explained, to drop upon his knees in the 


His questioning of a vast number 
other converts has convinced bim that 
their. experience agrees with his own, 
and is no doubt that he is earnest 
in the conviction that it is his duty to in- 
flame the senses of his hearers as a means to 
their conversion. To this end he has reverted 
to something like the old pioneer methods. 
His discourse is not methodical or logical. 
He cuts one sentence short to drop upon his 
for prayer, and another to break out 
> a spirited hymn, in which the congrega- 
tion is pretty sure to join. He quits his pul- 
pit to come down inte the aisles and make 
fervent personal appeals to his hearers. His 
appeals are almost convulsive in their nature, 
and in word, voice, and gesture he encour- 
ages the timid and excites the nervous to 
give free vent to their emotions. He is not 
an illiterate man, as most of the early exhort- 
ers in che West were, but was bred in the 
schools, and possesses a good education. 
His remarkable ability cannot be denied, and 
the results he achieves are certainly marvel- 
ous. He fires a congregation composed 
largely of city people, and accustomed to ex- 
citements, until they indulge in unre- 
strained manifestations of their feelings, 
and weeping and fervid exdlamations 
throughout the entire congregation 
are regular accompaniments to his addresses. 
He never uses argument in the way that 
Tomas or Wo would employ it, rarely 
takes a text, does not confine himself to any

THE WHEAT-INSPECTION LAW. 

The receivers of wheat in this city are 
finding serions fault with the inspection. 
They complain that the standards are placed 
so high as to divert grain from this market, 
and cite instances in Which country owners 
have preferred to sell for delivery on the sea- 
board at less than offered for Chicago, be- 
cause the inspection is more rigid here than 
farther East. Some receivers were 40 much 
dissatisfied with the rating of their wheat 
yesterday that they preferred shipping to 
selling in this city, and actually entered the 
market as buyers of enough wheat to enable 
them to ship « full cargo of the grade known 
as No. 8. The consequence is that the dif- 
ference between the prices of the two grades 
was reduced to four cents,—which is very 
much less than the average difference, and 
smaller than at any other time for many 
years past. 

Of course, there is much that can be said 
on the other side of the question. Shippers 
say that the inspection has never before been 
so satisfactory as now, and they make the 
not absurd claim that, if grades are attract- 
ive to buyers, there will soon be enough 
sellers to make a good market. The friends 
of the present mode of inspection allege that

MR. ‘HARRISON AND THE DEMOCRATS. 

Are Democrats, as partisans, even more 
ungrateful than Republics as nations? 
Mayor Harrison’s experience would seem to 
indicate as much. After serving his party 
two sessions in Congress, and after suffering 
defeat in his*effort to secure a nomination 
for a third term, he brought his eagle back 
to Chicago and permitted it to screash for 
the local Democracy ¢xclusively. He came 
down from the high political pinnacle where 
he and his eagle had perched for several 
years, and consented to become Mayor of the 
city. He led the local Democrats out of a 
slough of despair, where they hed been 
floundering for a long period of time, and 
conducted them to the hights of victory. 
He accomplished all this largely through Ro- 
pub ican votes, it is true, and in considera- 
tion thereof he promised to be Mayor of the 
entire city; but he evén repudiated the 
pledges he made before election, ignored the 
interests of the entire city after a very ew 
days, and began to run the machinery under 
his control in the sole interest of the Demo- 
cratic party. And all for what? To gain at 
last the formal repudiation of the Demo- 
cratic Central Committee, who, at their last 
meeting, voted down a resolution indorsing 
his Administration,—a resolution manifestly 
introduced for the purpose of having it voted 
down. 

There is something almost pitiful about 
Mr. Hinson present attitude. He has

Some additions, (aets were obtained vesterday 
regarding the history of this remarkable aod 
much-loved lady. Sbe was born May 10, 1844, 
at Leroy, Lake County, O. In 1863, ow'ng to 
poor health, she removed to Rochester, Minn., 
where resided with her sister. Her 
bealth still remaming poor, she began the 
study of medicing, and pursued it with 
great earnestness. Sde afterwards went to 
Philadelphia, and, after a most thorough course 
of stuay in the Woman’s Medical College of 
that city, was graduated from that institution to 
1870. After thia she resided four years in Oold- 
water, Mich. devoting herself to ber chosen 
profession with zeal and success. Ambitious 
for a broader field of work, she removed to Chi- 
eago in September, 1874, and has been koown as 
an eminent ind deeplv-respected member of the 
profession here ever since. 

MR. MILO WINCHELL, 
of Norwood Park, died last Wednesday, aged 
77, after an illness of ten days. and was buried 
vésterda:, the funeral being largely attended 
bv the villagers and many old friends from the 
city. Mr. Winchell was born in Madison 
County, N. I., io 1808, and was known to 
many of the earlieét settlers in Chicago. He 
was a railroad and canal builder in Pennsvivania 
for sev years. and assisted in building the 
first r that ran out of Philadelphia. In 1833, 
he married Miss Margaret E:lwards, of German- 
jtown, Pa., and three years later moved West, 
devoting bimself to farming. He came to 
Chicago in 1860, remained until after the fire, and 
then moved out to Norwood Park, where he has 
lived ever since. He was a man who formed 
many friendships which proved of the most last- 
ing kind. Dying at a rive old age, he left his 
wife and several grown chiidreo, hosts 
of friends and acquaintances, to mourn bis loss.

The encyclical letter just addressed by the 
Pope to the dignitaries of the Catholic Church 
fills ten clos ely-printed columns of the Osserva- 
tore Romano, and treats of the restoration of 
Christian philosophy in the Catholic schools ac- 
cording to the spirit of the angelic doctor, 
Thomas Aquinas. ‘‘During the last fifty years 
at least, says the Rome correspondent of the 
of St. Thomas 
Aquinas have been held at a discount in the 
semiaaries of Rome. The. philosophic teaching 
imparted to the young has been drawn accord- 
ig to the varying fashion of the day, from 
Grotius, Puffendorf, Descartes, or Kant. At 
present the text-book used in the Roman semi- 
paries is the philosophy of Corte, the late Pro- 
fessor of Phulosophy at the University of Turin, 
whose system, based mainiy on Rosmini’s spec- 
ulations, is taught likewise in the Government 
lyceums. From this species of compromise with 
modern thought the Pope would recall the in- 
structors of Catholic youth back to thesystem 
of the angelic doctor. The result can only be to 
train up a generation of militant clergy, versed 
in scholastie method and dialectic debate, in 
order that they may cope with the freethinker 
and Protestant,—the very antitype, in-a word, 
of the moderu easf-foing cure.“

Him Holiness commences by remarking that 
the g part of the evils which afflict society 
iu the present day are due to the fnculcation of 
false philosophy, and adds that, while sound 
philosophy is a beip to the understanding of 
supernatural truth, ialse philosophy dissuades 
from ite acceptance. Philosophy, in order that 
it may attainits end, must de subject to the 
faith. Such subjection, he points out, is not 
injurious to philosophy, for, be a the bis- 
tory of Christian philosophy demonstrates that 
it is the means of securing it from error. He 
speaks of the philosophy of the scholastics, and, 
dwelling upon them one by ope, demonstrates 
their excellence, aud more espdcialiy that of Ss. 
Thomas Aquinas, whose doctrine, the Pope re- 
marks, venerated for many centuries, has been 
followed by religious orders and approved d 
Popes and by Countils. He dedlores that schol- 
astic philosophy bas been abandoned and that 
various and o systems have prevailed im- 
stead, which have given rise to great inconstancy 
of doctrine, and consequdentiy he exhorts the 
Bishops to adopt in their ecclesiastical schools 
the doctrine of St. Thomas Agquinas. It is 
many years since so long a Papal Bneyclical has 
been sent forth. .. '

FRENCH BONNETS. 


A fresh importation of choice millinery con- 
tains la bounets so picturesque in shape and 
so artistic in their combinations of colors that 
they cannot fail to be becoming, and therefore 
popular. These are pokes with projecting brims, 
the Marie Antoinette with wide sides, pointed in 
front, and still larger bats with flowing brime 
most capriciously indented. For those who ob- 
ject to the large shapes smali bonnets are pro- 
vided in the sew turban styles, and in close Marie 
Stuarts with the new soft crowns. The decided 
style, however, is to wear all bonnets much fur- 
ther forward on the bead, and very close on the 
sides. Even the pokes with a wide empty space 
between the forenead and brim fit so snugly be- 
side the ears that they ecarceiy need to be tied 
on. Nevertheless, all bonuets are furuisbhed with 
strings, which are now much wider than those 
of last season; when made of ribbon, they are 
from three to five inches wide, and when made 
of the new sbot silk, they are six inches broad 
after the silk is doubled. These strings cross 
the top of the bonnet, and are tacked fast on 
the sides, and thus form a great part of the 
trimming. The new fancy is to make them of 
shot silk, sewed double, and trimmed down the 
middie with gay fgured Cashmere ribbon three 
inches wide, or else this ribbon forma a border 
across the which are now finished with 
two pleated frills of the new white point d’es- 
prit lace. A great knot fs tied on top of the 
bonnet, or elsg there is a bow, or perhaps some 
Cashmere-fig silk is entwined with 
the new satin antique (described last 
week), or with dark veivet. Two or three 
sbort pense See 8 high or low on the 
left side, to toward the front, and there are 
some breast feathers in Cashmere colors on the 
right side. The coquettisn effecPOf the whole is 
enhanced the absence of all face-trimming, 
even though the brim is a poke that projects 
above the head. Of course this requires very 
handsome dressing for the front hair in smoot 
waves, scallops, or curved locks. A model of 
such bonnets is a poke of Japanese blue velvet, 
piain on the frame, with the brim faced inside 
with scarlet vel et, ou which is laid gold braid 
an inch wide. Strings of Japanese biue soft 
twilled silk have gay gold, red and blue figured 
Cashmere ribbon down the centre, and point 
d’esprit frills on the ends. These strings pass 
over the crown, and hold three tips of old gold 
ostrich plumes, that nod toward the frout from 
the top of crown,

the subject. If a concrete bed of materials 
which will form a strong artificial stone, and 


bone impervious to water, is formed, and wooden 


pavements are placed thereon, the organic mat- 
ter from the surface will filter through the pores 
in the joints thereof, and will prevent the 
lateral escave or drainage of water (rain-fall or 
that artificially applied) from escaping or flow- 
ing to the margin of the streets, for which no 
escabe was provided, and will hold a quantity of 
water and vegetable matter in the Dettom of 
the joints, which are usually near enough the 
surface to become highly beated by solar infiu- 
ence. This will provide the active agents of de- 
com position, beat and moisture, and rapid decay 
of the pavement will be imevitabie, and to a 
degree vot less than three or four fold 
of what the decay would be if the pavement 
rested upon à deep bed of gravel. I have 
found that a bed of solidified gravel, one foot 
in depth, forms a footing on clay soils that re- 
siste the pressure of the heaviest vehicles; but 
the stratum of gravel forming the footing of 
the pavement should connect with ap er- 
drain of the same materials, twice to thrice its 
depth, located near the curbing, with a proper 
fall longitudinally to a point of escade to which 
the drain should bave a fail from opposite di- 
rections, and a drain of the same material 
should extend from their junction at the lowest 
point to,and discharge into,the top of the street 
sewer. The gravel footing will, if the 
clay sub- stratum on which it reste is n * 
crowned and graded, make a better 
than the couerete recommended, be leas expen- 
sive and much less difficult to repair when it is 
necessary to break the bedding to lay gas, water 
or drainage-pipes. My observation bas satisfied 
me that wood pavements of the same quality 
will last about twice as long in Chicago as they 
will in Baltimore or Washington. Street pave- 
ments are expensive at best, and nothing is au- 
perior to a wooden pavement when in à proper 
condition; hence the best mode of construction 
and the best means of preserving them are im- 
portant factors in maintaining thoroughfares 
for vehicles.
